Draft Program of the Communist Party 
Jerseyite on ‘First Task of Hour,’ Stopping McCarthyism 


By B. ORNER (New Jersey) — 
“Thus the danger of Mc- 
Carthyism, of American fascism, 
is real, grave and growing. To 
defeat this menace, to safeguard 
the democratic rights and pre- 
cious liberties of the American 
people is the first task of the 
hour.”

MUCH DISCUSSION of this 
“first task of the hour” is essential 
if the Communist Party is to play 
its vanguard role in the Ameri- 
can people’s campaign to deliver 
the blows necessary to smash 
McCarthyism. To develop the 
correct tactics is as difficult as 
it is esential. A realistic apprais- 
al of the anti-McCarthy move- 
ments and sentiment can point 
the way to successful struggles 
by the people. 

The real, grave and growing 
menace of ‘McCarthyism is be- 
coming more obvious to the 
spokesmen of millions of our 
people in the trade unions, in 
the churches, in the professions 
and in the schools. In our own 
state, Governor Meyner has 
spoken time and again of “the 
reign of terror” which McCarthy 
has “unloosed over the land.” 

The growing anti-McCarthy 
sentiment forced McCarthy to 
cancel speaking engagements in 
the state. During this period 
newspaper editgrials throughout 
the state, advertisements in the 
press, mass meetings of thou- 
sands of people, conferences of 
trade unions and church groups, 
etc. have dealt on varying levels 
with the menace of McCarthyism 
and the need to combat it. 

There is, however, too § little 
appreciation to date that Mc- 
Carthyism is American fascism. 
Leaders of the CIO and ABEL, 
Negro leaders, scientists, even 
U.S. Senators—Democrat Senator 
Lehman and Republican Sena- 
tor Flanders—have characterized 
McCarthyism as fascism. But 
there is much work)to be done 
to make this point sink deep into 
the consciousness of the entire 
anti-McCarthy camp in our land.

WHAT IS IT that heclouds 
the issue and seriously impedes 
the work of the American peo- 
ple in dealing effectively with 
the “first task of the hour”?

Federal aid to. states to pro- 
vide teachers with much-needed 
salary increases was proposed by 
the National Education Associa- 
tion as a solution for the severe 
shortage of teachers. The. request, 
first of its kind ever made by the 
NEA, came from the organiza- 
tion’s 92nd convention here, at- 
tended by 20,000 teachers, admin- 
istrators, college authorities and 
other educators. 

Voieing its concern over the 
growing crisis in school facilities 
and personnel, the. NEA resolution 

inted out that thousands of chil- 

ren who should be in school are 
without educational opportunities 
and other thousands are on part- 
time programs or under the in- 


struction of inadequately trained 


persons. | 

Federal assistance is needed to 
assure an adequate scale for teach- 
ers, the NEA said, proposing a 
minimum teachers’ wage of $3,600 
a year for beginning college gradu- 
ates up to: $8,200 for teachers 
with master’s degrees and 15 
years rience.
